without disturbing the hands < 

Ranchers thereabouts, who op- 
posed the “orthodox’’ form of day- 
light saving, met with the Cham- 
ber and agreed to support the 
new suggestion. 

The idea is to let the clock 
have its own way but begin and 
end the business day one hour 
earlier than at present. The plan 
would in fact make no change in 
the nocturnal habits of the farm- 
ers but would operate merely on 
the opening and closing of stores 
in town. 

In other words, it would be an 
urban and not a suburban meas. 
ure. The farmers agreed to do 
their purchasing in town before 
5 p. m., and at last accounts the 
merchants of Oxnard were being 
canvassed to see how many would 
fall in line for the proposition. 

As _the days shorten it would 
effect a saving in the use of 
electric light, for many stores be- 
gin to burn lights by 4 or 5 p. m. 

Ranchers gave as their reason 
for not wanting to move the 
hands of the clock that they get 
up at daylight now and if they 
had to get up an hour earlier, 
they would have to burn electri- 
city probably for an hour. 

Theatre managers oppose day- 
light saving because, as they 
claim, people go td the theatre 
in the evening by the light out- 
doors and not by the clock. 

The effect would be, they say, 
to keep many people out of the 
first evening performance.
